The City Council has engaged a consultant and approved an aggressive 10 month timeline
for completing a revised program for a new community center located in the general vicinity
of the current Hillview Community Center. At February 11, 2014 City Council meeting, the
Council will review a proposed community outreach and engagement process which includes
a multi-commission focus group on the evening of February 26, 2104. The PARC is a vital
component of that meeting.
